The great hall which, besides 
necting as o concert: hall; has 
heen designed as no centre for 
all the arts, is the work of a 
team of 15 architects on the 
staff? of the London County 
Council, led by Mr QR. H. 
Matthew and alded by  sclen- 
tists, mathematicians, acoustics 
experts and muslcinns,  In- 
cluding Sir Malcolm Sargent, 
{he well-known United King- 
dom conductor, 

Unilke other bulldings, the 
Royal Festlval Hall was de- 
signed from the inside out! 
The reason for this was that 
the first priority was to achieve 
perfect musicnl ncoustics In the 
matn concert hall—a hall with a 
mnximum audience capacity of 
3,637 and a platform accommo- 
dating an orchestra of over 100 
and a chole of 250. After cun- 
sultation with musicians nnd 
sclentists, the shape chosen was 
that of an egg with two flat 
sides, the exact size and rhape 
being determined by mathema- 
ficlans. 


Inside The Egg 


Inside this “egg,” the audi- 
torlum is raked “in Greek 
jon, and the platform which 
it is also stepped up, At 
point where the two meet, 
the Greeks used to put on orna- 
mental pool, the - water acting 
as on reflector for tho higher 
frequency notes which ¢ nd 
otherwise to be nbsorbed — be- 
fore they reach the furthest 
seats, 


Instead of water, the Royal 
Festival Hall will have an im- 
mense slab of slate to do this 
vital job. Above the platform, 
a corrustated orchestra reflector 
will be suspended from the 
ceiling, for a similar purposc, 
the ceiling Mlself being corru~ 
gated to provide the optimum 
diffusion of sound. All these 
elements—platform and audi- 
torlum angles, shape of reflector 
and ceiling, and so on—have 
been designed after much acous- 
tle research Including exacting 
experiments on the site. 


But the care of the designers 
hos not ended there. The plat- 
form and sido walls will be 
highly polished to give maxi- 
mum sound reflection, and no 
carpet will be used to avoid ab- 
sorption. © Percussion instru- 
ments, Hke drums, will have 
their own concrete platform to 
reduce resonance. 

The tower walls of the hall 
will be foeed with Interlocking 
wood panels which, — thourh 
highly decorative, have. been 
specially . deslyned = to absorb 
the lower frequency notes. 
Similarly, leather panels at the 
back of the hnll are there, not 
for beauty, but to absorb echo, 


Musicians Decide 


Thus, fur, the architects, 
scientists and mathematicians 
coud carry the design. But the 
lust and finest adaptation must 
be left to musicians themselves, 
who alone can decide by car 
what is perfect reproduction. 
When it is built, this amazing 
hall will, therefore, be “tuncd,” 
exactly as a musical instrument 
is tuned. 

The upper part of the walls 
is of removable plywood pancis, 
which will be taken out, bored 
and fretted untiL an almost 
exact balance of sound has 
been obtained. For three 
months during the Festlyval of 
Britain next year, orchestras 
will play and musicians listen 
from: all parts of the hall until 
to obtain 
final perfection, hundreds of 
Plugs in the celling will be 
taken out here and there and 
wooden bafiies in the shape otf 
milk bottles substituted. 


Then, at Inst, reproduction 
should be perfect from every 
rent or box, whether the hall be 
full or not—for the senting has 
been so designed that the sound 
reproduction qualities of the 
hall remain unaffected ff ft is 
empty. ‘ 


All this. work, however, 
woult bo uscless $f London's 
hum ond bustle could penetrate 
the walls of the great hall. 
Within « few hundred yards 4s 
the sprawling railway. terminus 
of Waterloo, and the Thames it-| 
self carrics ifs whistling tugs 
und jostling barges slowly past 
the facade of the hall. 


To keep out all this notse, the 
eng-shaped = hall ftself has 
envity walls formed of two 
skins of conerete with on = oir 
mynce between. Nothing execpt 
the specially-designed double 
doors into the hall, surrounded 
by soundproof baffles, has been 
allowed to penctrate this shell. 
Not even heating and ventilating 
Fipes pass through It, the air 
tbelng warmed and conditioned 
—or cooled ‘if neceessary—by the 
downward ‘discharge system, 
being extracted bencath the au- 
citorium floors and balcony. 


Treated Air 


Before it enters the hall, the 
air will be specially trented to 
“remove” any sound, the ven- 
tilating plant adapting itself 
automatically to weather 
changes. : 


The other parts of the build- 
ing are scarcely less remarkable 
than the main hall. They will 
includo the largest foyer in 
London; a restaurant on two 
floors for 700 people command. 
ing views of Britain's capital 
through a glass wall; a small 
theatre scaling 750 people de- 
signed: for chamber music and 
dramatic performances; a sulte 
of speelally lighted picture and 
exhibition uallerics; pro- 
menad und = passenger — lifts 
carrylng 2,000 people un bour; 
a brary, instrument store, full- 
size orchestra practice room, 
many smaller practice rooms, 
und so on. 


Outside, where part of | the 
river Thames has been reclaim- 
cd and n new embankment 
bullt, visitors with approach 
along & new river promenade 
wlth fine gardens. 


The Royal Festival Hall is 
part of a wider plan for the re- 
development of the South Bank 
oi the Thames, which will later 
provide a National Theatre 
also.

This Bill has already been 
before the Australian Senate 
and is soon to come before 
it again. 


Chief backer of the Bill 
is Mr Robert Menzies, the 
Australian Prime Minister. 
His anti-Socialist victory in 
the General Election at the 
end of last year was 
achieved on a_ series of 
downright promises. Among 
them were the end of petrol 
rationing, no State control 
of banking—and_ the sup- 
pression of the Communists 
(‘Commos.”’ not ‘Commies’ 
to Australians). : 


DISSOLVE IT 


The first two promises 
have been kept. Now 
Menzies is carrying out the 
third promise as well. 


The onti-Red Bill now boe- 
fore tho Australian Parlia- 
ment “provides for the 
dissolution of the Australian 
Communist Party ond of 
other Communist organtsa- 
tions, to disqualify Com- 
munistsfrom holding certain 
oMces, and for purposes 


- connected therewith.” 


When passed it will bo 
cited as the Communist 
Party Dissolution Act. 1950. 
It will come into operation 
on the day it receives Royal 
Assent. 

A “Communist” In thig 
Bill is defined as “na person 
who supports 
the objectives, __policics, 
teachings, principles — or 
practices of Communiam, as 
expounded by Marx and 
Lenin.” Under it the Aus- 
tralian Communist Party 
will be declared unlawful, 
and the Governor-General 
will appoint a receiver of its 
property. 


5-YEAR SENTENCES 


All affiliated bodies of the 
Australian Communist Party 
will be similarly dissolved.

It yielded an 
almost complete Roman boot, a 
bracelet, bucket handles and 
bones.

As the*mechanicnl grabs bit 
deep into the earth the history 
of London could seen in 
layers.
